At That Time the Illinois Quail 


Season Ends. 


The quail season ended in Illinois on 


December 1, and snooting has beoorce a 
misdemeanor since Thursday, yet many 
hunters show an utter disregard for the 
provisions of the law. They probably 
believe that quail shooting should be 
allowed from about November 1 to Janu- 
ary or February 1, as was apparently the 
intention of those who framed the law, 
but which a clerk's error oiusce to read 
Deo. 1. Righteously indign»nt, they will 
therefore continue tte slaughter ot the 
little game birds during the present 
month, thus creating a lamentable disre- 
gard for the law. 


The season ended just when tbe hnnt 


ing was at its best. The drought, which 
extended almost through October and 
November, made it well-nigh impossible 
for the doge to scent the birds. Bmoe 
the recent rain and heavy frosts big bag 
have been tbe rule. Steps will, it is raid 
be taken by prominent Illinois and Mi< 
aonri sportsmen to secore an amendmen 
to tbe Illinois game laws by which tbe 
season for quail shooting ehall begin o 
Nov. land end December 31. Theniont 
of October, the sportsmen argue, if uin 
ally so dry1 that quail shooting is, toea 
the leist, unsatisfactory. The cond 
tions are very much more favorable in 
December, and the interested eporumen 
feel sanguine that the change w.ll be 
made. The fields sre fnll of birds and 
the sport is excellent. The dogs ore 
working beautifully. 


The snow has started the rabbit hunt- 


era and many parties went out this morn- 
ing to eeek the festive cotton tail. They 
will be kept on the jump in their efforts 
to elude the dogs and guns of enthusi- 
asts. These prolific animals arc swarm- 
ing ic every section of tne state. The 
farmers take to rabbit hinting more 
kindly than to qaail shooting and hun- 
dreds of the little fellows are being 
slaughtered. There ore myriadn left, 
however, and the rabbit hunter «-bo re- 
turns empty handed is enbjeoted to un- 
merciful Buying.

Jacksonville yesterday, the pmriding 
judge announced his decision to quash 
the indictments found against the officers 
of the Central Illinois Banking and 
Savings association. The men np before 
the court were L. W. Brown, president;

Kiohnrdson, 
directors. All were in court and ready 
to answer if called on. The bank which 
was in reality a private partnership with- 
out a charter, will have tbe private 
fortunes of all the stockholders '.o nee, 
and so it is believed thai nearly nil will 
be paid to the depositors, though they 
may have to wait awhile.

Oneal the REPUBLICAN is enabled to give 
ts readers the following interesting ex- 
racis from a letter written to him from 
Smyrna, Turkey, November 14,1893, by 
J. H. Madden, of Danville, 111., United 
States consul to that city: 


I was appointed on the 29th of Jane 


and sailed from New York on Angnat 
aSth. I landed at Liverpool September 
3d, and spent a week in England and six 
- 


days in Paris. From Paris I went to 
Cologne, Germany, stopping a day on 
the way at Brnswlle to visit Waterloo. 
From Cologne, I took boat np the Rhine 
to Mayenoe. From Miyenoe, via Frank- 
fort, to Vienna, At Vienna I learned I 
would be quarantined in Bulgaria if I 
attempted to reach Constantinople by 
that route. Henoe, I retraced my coarse, 
or rather turned off, to Venioe, where I 
•pent tour days, and then went to Trieste 
and took steamer for Smyrna. The ship 
stopped half a day at Athens, and I vis- 
ited the Acropolis and >Mars Hill when 
St. Fan! stood and addressed tbe people 
in the market place. It is euy to find 
the 
exact spot 
where 
be stood. 


The conformation ot the ground ie 
such that there is only one plaoe 
when* he could have stood. 
This 


plaoe ie marked by a Greek crocs. Mars 
Hill is solid quartz rook, and can not 
have changed any einpe tbe day St. Paul 
stood upon it and said to the populace: 
"Ye men ot Athene, I perome that in 
all things ye are too superstitions.1' That 
was the highest example of human cour- 
age ever displayed in tbe world. One 
who has never vieited the spot can hardly 
imagine what heroism was required to 
stand there and deliver that speech. He 
was standing ilmost in the very shadow 
of tbe Grand Parthenon, one of tte 
greatest of Pagan temples ever erected 
to Minerva. On hie right, and bnt a few 
rods away.iwas the Temple of Thesene. 
erected to venue. These temples are 
still standing. 
Tbe people whom he 


addressed believed in these deities, 
and they nleo believed that a word 
spoken against them in Athens was 
likely to provoke the wrath ot these god- 
desses, and bring destruction upon the 
entire city. Paul was a thousand miles 
from home and friends—a stranger in a 
strange land. Asl stood upon t hat i pot 
and looked about me and pondered over 
these things I thought the lives of the 
Apostles alone seemed eofficient proof 
of the truth of Christianity. Tbe day St. 
Paul stood there and made that celebra- 
ted oration be marked the line of light 
and shadow between paganism and Chris- 
tian civilization, from the spot where 
Paul stood I broke off a piece of stone 
for you which I send you by mail trust- 
ing it will reach yon in far-off America. 
It was undoubtedly trodden by bis feet 
and echoed the eound of his voice. It is 
a relic ot more value than all the sup- 
posed relics in all the old cathedrals of 
Europe. 
I went from Athene to 8y» and to 
rete, two Grecian islands. 
Then, to 


he island of Patmos, made holy by the 
sit of St. John. From Patmos I went 
the Island of Schios, and from Sohioe 


ubmyrna. I frequently thought of yon 
n this trip and wished you might have 
een with me. I felt enre yon would 
ave enjoyed it very much. Here at 
myrna I am on historic ground. From 
ie second story ot my building I can 


see tbe tomb of tbe martyr, Polyoarp. 


', was here he suffered and died. This 
e also one of the many birth-places ot 
[omer. Moat historians regard it as 
ie real one. Smyrna has about 300,000 
opnlation, bnt it is so compactly built 
t does not look so large. The greater 
portion 
of 
tbe 
streets are vet; 


arrow. 
The scenes on the streete 


re very curious to 
an 
American. 


'he people are 
dressed 
in every 


maginable 
costume. Turks, Greeks, 


.merieane. 
Jews,

and barbariani rub elbows. There are no 
sidewalks, and this great throng ot 
mmanity is mixed in with camels, carte, 
lonkeys, and One carriages Oiled with 
landsomely dressed ladies and gentlemen. 
Che whole aoeoe resembles a carnival of 
nations or a nightmare, or I know not 
what. I have thought it would be a good 
place for a man with delirium treraesa, 
or, on th* principal ot "Bimilia SimiUbae 
3urantur" ne would certainly be eared. 
Tbe city is situated on the Bay ot 
Smyrna, a beautiful body of water, which 
is surrounded by mountains. 


I was somewhat astonished that Greece 


and Atia Minor, so old historically, are 
much 
younger 
geologically 
than 


America. We hare the cretaceous for- 
mation ben—one of the last in tbe 
earth's formation. 
Illinois was above 


the surface of tbe ocean many oenrnriee 
before any of this section. Nature reeme 
not to have completed its work in thie 
conntry yet, for there are frequent earth- 
quakes. Only last February the town 
of Zanihe, on one of the Grecian isles. 
was destroyed by an earthquake. My 
ship stopped in the harbor neartbie 
town and from the deck, with my glass, I 
could see what destruction bad been 
wrought. A'most every house had been 
rn'neid, and every church • leveled to tbe 
ground. In a few weeks I expect to 
visit the rnios ot Epheens, which are 
about seventy-five miles from here.
